EREAS by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm. 
amongſt other Things, it is Enacted, Omaiue d, and Dez 
clared, That all Pedlers and petty Chapmen, wandzing 
Abꝛoad, ſhall be taken, adjudged, and deemed Nogues 
and ſturdy Beggars, and ſhall be taken, and appꝛehended,

untill his oz her Body be Bloody; and chall be further dealt with, as 
in and by the ſaid Laws and Statutes is directed and appointed. And 
whereas alſs gꝛeat Mumbers of Uagzant and Idle Perſons, both Ben 


and omen, either unſettled and having no Þabitations, oz watidaing - 


and roving from the Places of their Above and Þabitatious, vo daily

Places there- 
unto adjoining, do frequently Sell and expoſe to Sale divers Goods, 
Wares, and Merchandizes, ag Daweers ary petty Chapmen going 
and wandxag in the Streets, Lanes; Allies, and other Places thereok, 
from Þouſe to Houſe, and from Ooo2 to Doo, contrary to the ſaid 
jaudable and pꝛoſitable Cuſtoms of this Citu; by Reaſon whereof the 
Citizens, Shopkeepers and Inhabitants ot the: laid City are not only 
greatly hindzed and pꝛejudiced in their Trades and Occupations, but al- 
many of their Bajeſttes good Subjects inhabiting and reſiding within 
the ſaid City and the Liberties thereof, and others reſozting thereunto, 
are frequently cheated, defrauded, and abuſed, in buying bad and de⸗ 
ceitful Mares and Commodities of them.
